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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the declaration is not found to be persuasive The 
declaration gives comparative showing between the dough of example 2 in the instant application and the potato blend in example 1 of 
Cramer. It is unclear if the same reference is intended because the reference used in the rejection is Cremer not Cramer Since the 
declaration does not set forth the composition of the testing dough, it cannot be determined if the same composition is used as set forth in 
Example 1 of the Cremer reference. Also, the showing is not commensurate in scope with the claims. The dough as set forth in example 
2 contains 55% masa harina and 35% water; the dough as claimed does not recite any these components. Furthermore, the declaration 
does not present any evidence to show that the extension of the testing dough can not be measured.. 
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
